‘Tue supersession of the Marquis Tsing 
as Ambassador to France by Hsii Ching- 


chéng, aud temporarily by Li Féng-pao, 
the accredited representative of China 
to Germany, Italy, Austria, and Holland 
may prove an event of greater impor. 
tance than it appears at first sight, 
‘That the step has been taken partly in 
deference to French demands there can 
be no reasonable doubt, and so far the 
Marquis may regard it as more or less 
of slight upon himself. But it cannot, 
at the same time, but bea relief to him, 
As Ambassador to Paris he has been 
placed in a thoroughly false position 
by his Government throughout, having 
beon made the exponent of a policy 
which, as now appears, was novor ine 
tended to be carried out, and the mouth« 
piece of threats which could never be 
put into execution. It would therefora 
have been a refiuement of cruelty to 
have kept him iu a Capital where he 
has been so grossly discredited by his 
own employers, and so grossly attacked 
by the official and non-official Press, 
In fact, were the Marquis anything 
but a Chinese, we could scarcely fancy 
him submitting to go false a position 4

he would bave demanded his recal. 
The polidy which has dictated’ ‘his 
yemoval from Paris, therefore, is, under 
the cireumstances, the ouly one that 
conld have been adopted, and we trast 
that bis Excellency’s temporary suc- 
cessor will find the post less trying 
than .be.has done. - The two men are, 
of widely different calibre and an- 
PS pire - 


lineage. | His’ fatliei’s“name will go 
down to’posterity-as-that of:one of. the, 
heroes of his country. Ho himself has 
served China well, and his wide ex- 
perience, of foreign affairs places him 
fer aliead of many of his seniors in 
office. Li Féng-pao, on the other hand, 
is a man of very -low origin, having 
only a few years ago been on the trans- 
lating staff of the Kiang-nan Arsonal. 
He is .clever, and shrewd enough, 
howover,—a, man of excesilingly ac- 
tive mind, -and , bas. the “invaluable 
assistance of tin ex-missionary, who is 
perhaps even a cleverer and shrewder 
man than ho is himself, if that were 
possible, Of Hsii, the permanent Am- 
“Dassador, wo know “next to nothing, 
‘yo need ‘not refer 'to him more parti- 
cularly to-day. It is clear that there 
cau scarcély be any very cordial feel- 
ings between Li Féug-pao and Tséug, 
though both are useful servants of the 
State, There is no question which of 
the two has held the more responsible 
office and done the greater amount of 
work ; and tho Marquis, if he remains 
in Enropo, will now find himself in 
comparative repose. But the Marquis's 
supersession will have its results in 
Chiha, He is a Hanan man, and a 
ropresontative of that Hunan Party of 
which we wroto some weeks ago. The 
foolings with which bis removal from 
Paris will be greeted among his fellow- 
provineials will probably be of two 
kinds—irritation against the Viceroy 
of Chitili for having 60 fur discredited 
him as to accede to French demands for 
his removal, and satisfaction at ono of 
theit own number having become the 
very highest authority in China on 
foreign matters. Now according to the 
present programme, the Marquis re- 
mains the representative of China in 
England, where he is honoured aud 
liked, and in Russia, where he is at 
least respected. But it. would perhaps 
he unwise to build too weighty theories 
on the hypothesis that he will remain 
in Europe very long. We do not go 
so far as to say that the Marquis is 
Likely to xeturn at once, or even short- 
ly, to Peking. But it is at least un- 
questionable that he will not remain 
abroad for ever; and when he does 
return, be it sooner or lator, his position 
hero may be a very high one. How 
long the new régime in the Capital is 
likely to last is a matter of pure con- 








jecture. Bat wo all know that tho | th 


present head of the Tsang-! -li_Yaméo, 


though doubtless an estimable. person, | 


is a man of absolutely no experience or 
knowledge of foreign matters. Prince 
1 Knang is the ‘head’ of the Yamén only 
in the sense of a figure-head, and we 
have heard nothing of him that does 
not go to prove that ho is'no more 







the helm ‘of Foreign Affairs, we should 


:bo:justified in- expecting some results..|- 


Were he, in such a position, left un- 
batnpered by intrigues and interferences 
from the Palace, he would. rapidly be- 
come arising power in the State, backed 
by.a strong Party, and trusted by the 
Foreign Ministers, In a word, he would 
become a formidable rival to the Viceroy. 
Hitherto Li Hung-chang bas been re~ 
garded as the authority, par‘ excellence, 
on all points connected with the inter- 
national felations‘of Obina, and he has 
been the man entrusted with the de- 
fences and fortifications of the country 
as well as with all the mofe important 
negotiations With both friendly ‘and 
hostile Powers. But he has been handi- 
capped. His selections of men have, 
with but very few exceptions, been 
unfortunate. He has been too de- 
pendent upon irresponsible foreign 
advisers, and too often led astray by 
them. Every action on his part has been 
watched with jealousy by those whoso 
interest it is to ery him down, and he 
has been repeatedly foiled by the Gov- 
ernment he was trying to serve. Hi 
following is not a large one, nor is it 
influential ; and we may soon expect to 
hear a chorus from the Censorate that 
his administration has been a failare. 
That his abilities and his patriotism 
ave both unimpeachable is well known 
to the Empress and her advisers. For 
the moment he is all’ powerful, and had 
he stronger support on the ono hand, 
and greater self-reliance on the other, 
his power would be permanent and 
deep-seated. But. the disadvantages 
under which the Viceroy labours from 
the incapable men around him, and his 
own infirmity of purpose, forbid the 
fall and lasting play of his predomin- 
ance. The ties which bind him to the 
Hunan men are frail, and the rising 
hope of this Party lies in the Marquis 
Tsing. Hoe possesses the prestige of 
family as no other statesman possesses 
it; he is patriotic, aud his experience of 
foreign affairs is unrivalled by any of his 
contemporaries. It is, we know, a fact 
that high officers have been consigned 
to obscurity, and something not unlike 
disgrace, on their return from foreign 
lands. If this should befal the Marquis 
‘Tséug, it will not bo because one of the 
most powerful parties in the State do 














not exert themselves to place him in 





e highest post, or use their best 
endeavours to play him asa trump card 
against the hand of Li,

‘This is not 
the only case we have heard of in which 
French sailors have committed unprovoked 
attacks upon Chinese, and it behoves the 
French naval authorities to take immediate

part of their men. -Ouo of tho staff of the 
Hu Pao was proceeding along the Frouch 
Bund on Mouday uight when he met a 
arty of drunken sailors, who, without the 
sliglitest provocation, set upou him aud 
gave him a severe beating.

The origin of the Oriental Bank 
Corporation was the Bank of Western 
‘India, a small concern founded in Bum- 
bay in 1842, which became the Oriental 
Bank in 1845, It was probably be- 
‘tween these years that the chief office 
was reinoved to London, where Mr. H. 
'G. Gordon became Chairman, and W. 
\W. Cargill, General Manager. Branches 
had -beeu established in Canton and 
Hotigkong before 1845, when the 
‘change in the desiguation of the Bank 
was intimated in the Hongkong papers, 
‘An agency was opened here about 
1850-51, aid the Bank was the first. 
0 offer baiking facilities to merchants. 
these were for many years confined 
to dealing in exchange. In one of 
the occasional market reports which 
‘nppeared in the N.-O, Herald of the latter 
year, we find the Oriental Bauk’s bills 
quoted at 4s. 11d., while credits ranged 
‘at from 4s, 11d, to 5s. per dollar, In 
Angast 1851 a Royal Charter was ob- 
tained, and the Oriental Bank becamo 
the Oriental Bank Corporation. Tho 
business of the new bauk was extended 
to Australia soon afterwards, and in 
Jater timés to South Africa, with results 
that proved most unfortuuate for the 
Bank. Bat for a gront many years 
tie Oriental Bank Corporation held a 
position in Iudia and China, such as 
was possessed by uo other similar 
institution, Its paper was saleable at 
better rates than could be obtained at 
the same time by its rivals, aud it had 
many othor advantages over them.

‘Tho moro fact that they 
do uot go and ‘live elsewhere is suffi- 
cient proof that they aro satisfied 
with their bargain. In apite of the ten 
per cent. taxation they are infinitely 
better off than they would be in their 
own city and its subarbs, and we do 
not think that they will do wisely in 
agitating for grenter privileges than 
they enjoy at present.

It ie probably of silk, Noxt is a tiger 
with three human hends, placed, one in 
frout, one at the tail aud on the 
middle, Then follow two ancient per- 
sonages with a snake in place of tho 
legs.

The dredging of a 
river known as the Ch‘a-shan Ho, which 
flows eastward of tho Grand Canal and is 
fed from Shantung. The accumulation of 
silt in this river is considerable. 

‘The Su-ch‘ien river, also, has silted up 
during the progress: of yeurs to such an 
extent that the abnormal rise of last year 
caused an extensive overflow which it was 
impossible to prevent. ‘Ihe cost of restor- 
Ning this river.to its pristine condition would 
“be so enormous that any works on a large 
scalv are out of the question at time of 
national pecuniary embarrassment like the 

resent. ‘Ihe Memorialists have therefore 

lecided to confine their attention to repairs 
that are of immediate importance. 

The above works were commenced at the 
























































beginning of the year, the labour of the 
distressed population being largely availed 


of. ‘The strictest economy will be practised 
and careful accounts of expenditure will be 
rondered. 

2 The same officers report that the 
re that were established during the 
winter at Chfing-chiang have now been

Suns, —We, tho undersigued, who are dealers 
in poultry, bave, for ey 75 opened our 
shops neat the Honan Road Bridge, with thy 
proper fi 1d have carried on the busi 
ness with satisfaction to all ; but for the last 
few ycara there have been gome strect- 
vendora iv the samo business who: exposed 
their ware close by our shops. We reported 
the matter to the Police Station, but after 
inspection, the Police decided that their 
stands were too far from our shops to be of 
aunoyanee, so they were not interfored with, 
Cast year, however, during the Sth 
several rowdies unknown to us, came to our 
shops and demanded mony from us, and 
upon refusal, they incited the street poultry 
vendors to piace their stands near our shops, 
aud gradually in front of our doors. Whew they 
sce a customer, they force him tu buy from 
them, so that the custowers are often con- 
fused as to whether the fowls which they 
have bought, belonged to the shopy, or the 
street-vendors, Now there are ‘cortain 
regulations which must be observed by those 
who are engaged in the poultry business, 
‘They are not allowed to sell poultry, stulfed 
with water, aud other things, or those with 






































black mest, and poisonous. But all tho 
atreet poultry vendors sell fowls stuifed with 
liuske, algo those having disease, When 





the buyers got home, and found that they 
had been cheated, ‘came to our shops, 
aud wanted them exchanged, saying that Uhey 
had bought them from us, iu consequence of 
which we often had disputes and sometimes 
even came to blows. Our grievances are hard 
to bear, for having Leen licensed to open our 
shops, the business is wreated from ux, by 
the street-vendors, so that we are uot even 
to pay our license fees, house rent and 
Wi emoustrated with the 
street-vendors the rowdies eucouraged then 
not to pay any attention tous.
